about 4 percent, with 1 percent addi- 
tional when the margin Is "2K cents, 
and 1 percent more for each 1 cent of 
margin above tVf. cents up to 85 cent.s. 
and

of margin above" 85 cents. 


The manufacturers also yesterday 


made some other concessions or modi- 
fications of the original proposition, 
ono of these being tho fixing of the 
margin weekly instead' of monthly, 
which will avoid misunderstanding nndi 
be more satisfactory to the help.

He Favors Organization 


of Auxiliary Boards 


CII1CAOO. Oct. 31.—Like a thunder 


storm after the slow winds of a sultry 
day tho lit.

Sanderson, bishop of Chicago diocese 
of the Bplscopal church, followed

half dozen routine speakers a't

Layman's forward movement banquet 
at the Auditorium last night with a 
bold address, proposing changes In tho 
church. 


He stated that one of the purposes 


which he Imdi In mind when ho begun 
work on the plan for tho present Chi- 
cago conference of clergy and laity was 
that of "clearing the air" In tho rela- 
tions between tho general 
board of 


missions and the fifth "district, which 
Includes the states of tho old north- 
west territory. 


"The relations between the board of 


missions and tho fifth district havo In 
the past been strained," said the bishop. 
"The way to clear the atmosphere Is to 
discover the germs of Incompatibility 
and to destroy them. 
"Kver since Hishop Chase, tho first 


bishop of Ohio, went east as an am- 
bassador and representative of ills dis- 
trict and was opposed by Ilobart, there 
has been a mutual distrust 
between 


the two sections of tho country. 
Tho 


New Yorker refers, and will continue 
to do so. to the 'wild west' while we of 
tho fifth district are Inclined to turn 
up our noses at the 'ISffeto east.' 


"Now. tho trouble Is not ecclesiastic 


and It Is not. geographical. 
The trou- 


ble Is more elusive. It Is caused by 
the dnrlnp spirit that led to the rc- 
formallon and the same spirit 
that 


gave birth to the American, nation. 


"The representative of the cast may 


assert that Chicago Is not >a colony, 
that there Is no taxation nnd that them 
is representation. That Is ns true In 
theory as it Is untrue In practice. The 
fifth district wants to be a real, vital 
Integral part of the board of missions, 
just as every other district should be.

which In short aimed at a change. In 
the canons of the church and asked 
that canon 62. section 12. which pro- 
vides that the general board be au- 
thorized to promote missionary organi- 
zations throughput the 
country,

changed to read that auxiliary boards 
may be organized !n every district that 
shall be subordinate to the general1 
board, but shall havo power to conduct 
missionary work, spread tho propa- 
ganda, raise money and elect a repre- 
sentative, upon the general board. Tho 
motive of the chance and Its result, 
ho urged, would he, not to decentralize 
authority but to extend the' power of 
tho hoard and asserted that tho middle 
west has stood for this point during
